During recent weeks the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce has sought to 
speed up a decision on the matter 
so that hotels and apartments 
courts here could have the infor­ 
mation before mailing out quot­ 
ations on reservation for the win­ 
ter months. 
On Monday Frank Bennett 
of Deep Wells Guest Ranch, and 
Harry Harper, manager of the 
Chamber, conferred in Los Angles 
with William Robinson, manager 
of the California State Hotel Ass­ 
ociation, and were assured by 
the latter that he, too, has been 
pressing for a “yes” or “no” from 
the OPA so that the rate question 
could be cleared. 
ON FOOD PRICES 
The two Palm Springs men 
also obtained additional informa­ 
tion on the regulations permit­ 
ting eating places to adjust their 
prices to meet increase food costs. 
Palm Springs firms not having 
full information on this subject 
are asked to communicate with 
the Chamber of Commerce office, 
telephones 6111 or 6181. Increases 
of approximately 25 per cent are 
common throughout Southern 
California as the eating houses 
seek to meet the higher food ex­ 
pense, the two men learned.

for use until the beginning of 
the second semester according to 
the predictions made by school 
authorities. The high school trus­ 
tees are spending a total of $150,­ 
000 to construct this new rein­ 
forced concrete structure of six 
classrooms. It is being built to 
match the original Ramon Aven­ 
ue unit ot the present high school 
plant. Plans are now being for­ 
mulated for the construction of a 
much-needed high school gymna­ 
sium and an auditorium. 
Shop 
units and a cafeteria are to be 
constructed at an early date also. 
The new unit now under con­ 
struction is being completed out 
of current expense funds.

MOVE CAFETERIA

Seven o'clock found us up and 
stirring, anxious to get started 
on the trip. Breakfasts dispensed 
w ith, we stood around outside 
while Buck and another w rang­ 
ler completed loading the grub 
and bedding on the three pack- 
animals. Next, we were individ­ 
ually adjusted to our respective 
saddles, the stirrup straps length­ 
ened or shortened according to 
how long or short our legs were. 
There wore to be ten horses in 
our party. 
One for our guide, 
Buck, and three for packing the 
accoutrem ent. 
Then one each 
for Mr. and Mrs. King, Barry, 
Jack, Chico and myself. 
Each mule had its own name, 
and as we were later to discover, 
its own distinctive personality. 
Mine had been factiously labelled 
Lady. Chico's mount was Romeo, 
and Jack had been assigned to 
Pinky. 
None of our im m ediate 
group had ever ridden m uch be­ 
fore; Chico had just tak en the 
m ule descent into the G rand C an­ 
yon a month earlier, so he, if any­ 
one of us three, had an edge on 
riding mule-back. 
And for you 
who have never ridden a mule, 
don't think for a m om ent it’s 
like riding on a horse. T he ani­ 
mals look a good deal alike, ex­ 
cept for the ears, and th ere the 
sim ilarity ceases. 


A LL NEW COM ERS 


On questioning the cowboys 
earlier, we had learned th a t near­ 
ly all the mules were new , hav­ 
ing been brought in from Phoe­ 
nix and Utah to replace those 
they had had before the w ar. The 
Lodge and the guided trip s were 
not continued during those years, 
and only very recently had they 
been resumed. C onsequently, our 
m ounts had made a couple of 
trips to the Bridge prior to to­ 
day, but they w ere still definitely 
on the "green" side. 
We gingerly got into the sad­ 
dles and soon w ere strung out 
along the trail, which leads due 
west from, the Lodge, skirting 
the southw est flanks of rugged 
N avaho 
M ountain. 
Buck, 
of 
course, took the lead, w ith the 
th ree pack m ules behind him. 
Then came Mr. King, Mrs. King, 
Chico, myself, Jack, and rig h t in 
the rear, Barry G oldw ater. 
Right off the bat, Jack began 
having trouble w ith his mule, 
Pinky. The mule evidently knew 
th at once he got down th e first 
canyon, there could be no tu rn ­ 
ing back. So, w hen we started 
to descend the first steep-sided 
ravine, Pinky simply refused to 
go further and 
then suddenly 
bolted, charging across the ju n i­ 
per flat, trying to brush his rid­ 
er off against the branches. Jack 
finally got the anim al in check, 
but it still refused to go further. 
Buck treated it none too gently, 
and finally got Pinky to the head 
of the column, just behind his 
own mount. There Pinky resigned 
to the inevitable, and we all start­ 
ed forw ard again. 


U P AND DOWN 


At Rainbow Lodge, the alti­ 
tude is 6500 feet. From here we 
dropped down 400 feet the first 
half mile, and climbed up to 6600 
before another half had 
been 
traversed. Now w e had left A ri­ 
zona behind and were in U tah 
territory. That first canyon was 
a rather steep one. The trail zig­ 
zagged down one side and angled 
up the opposite slope. The mules 
w ere sure-footed, but even so, I 
caught m yjelf thinking of how 
Pinky had just charged away. 
How I hoped my Lady did not 
entertain the sam e thoughts: I 
had visions of plunging off the 
edge of the trail into sheer space. 
In the next m ile we began to 
descend again, into a second can­ 
yon, going from 6600 feet to 6000. 
i kept m y eye out for strange 
plants and anim als as w e rode 
along. It is easy to do your bo­ 
tanizing from mule-back, provid­ 
ing you don’t have to procure the 
fuow er for identification. Indian 
paintbrush 
was 
very 
plentiful 
am ong the junipers and pinvon 
pines. 
A species of beavertai! 
cactus was also in bloom, togeth­ 
er w ith the large bushy rose­ 
like Cowania. I hod never seen 
the Cowania, or Cliff Rose, as 
it is called, in such profusion be­ 
fore; all along our trail it filled 
the air w ith a heavy perfum e, 
and 
its greenish-white flowers 
stood out in sharp contrast to 
the red cliffs behind. 
As we jogged along, I found 
m yself thinking of the history 
of the Bridge we were about to 
see 
It is odd, but it rem ained 
unseen bv anv W hites u n til as 
late as 1909. It had long been 
known to the local Indians, of 
which 
the 
Piute 
called 
the 
Bridge: Barohoini. the rainbow , 
and the Navaho: Nonnezoshe, the 
great stone arch. 
The w ife of 
John W etherill. at the O lje-to 
Trading Post, heard about the 
Bridge from an old Indian in 
1907, but he died before he could 
reveal 
the exact 
location. 
In 
1908 several unsuccessful 
trips 
w ere organized to locate the arch. 
Finally, John W etherill secured 
as his guide Nasja-begav, Son of 
the Owl, a Piute Indian. 
W ith 
the Piute leading the w ay, on 
August 14. 1909. the first W hites 
ever to see Rainbow Bridge a r­ 
rived at its foot. 
In that first 
group was Dr. Byron Cumm ings 
(now in charge of the ruins and 
museum 
at 
Kinishba, i n th e 
Arizona 
Apache 
country), 
his 
son. three of his students. John 
W etherill, W. B. Douglass (sur­ 
veyor for the U. S. G eneral Land 
Office), four assistants to 
Mr. 


Douglass, and the Indian guide: 
tw elve in all. 
Since th at tim e, the tra il has 
been im proved and shortened, u n ­ 
til it now is just 13 miles from 
the Lodge. In 1922, under C harles 
B ernheim er, the route through 
Redbud 
Pass 
w as 
constructed. 
The road 
on 
south 
from 
the 
Lodge, to Tonalea, 62 m iles dis­ 
tant, was m ade possible largely 
through th e personal efforts and 
work 
of 
H ubert 
Richardson. 
The Lodge is now again being 
operated by the jo in t efforts of 
C atherine and B ill Wilson and 
B arry G oldw ater. A trading post 
is being contem plated to be added 
to the Lodge nex t year. 


FO R TH E PU B L IC 


The area around the bridge, 
160 acres of it, w as set aside in 
1910 as Rainbow B ridge N ational 
M onum ent 
by 
Pres. 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, who created a great 
num ber of 
the 
famous 
scenic 
areas 
preserved 
for 
posterity. 
Roosevelt him self made th e trip 
to the Bridge, and bathed in the 
pool of cold w ater beneath its 
massive arch. Form erly the M on­ 
um ent was located w ithin th e P i­ 
ute Reservation, bu t in 1933, it 
was added to the Navaho R eser­ 
vation. 
Further m editations w ere in­ 
terrupted by the scenic w onders 
unfolding before m e. Coming out 
of the second canyon, we dropped 
into a th ird in as many m iles. 
H ere 
w e 
veered 
northw ard, 
around th e w estern border 
of 
Navaho 
M ountain, 
and 
slow ly 
climbed from 5900 feet up to 6600. 
We had already com e four and a 
half miles, and from here on we 
w ere to descend. 
To our left opened a huge can ­ 
yon, a blaze of striated reds and 
oranges. Sheer cliffs and rounded 
masses of 
sandstones at 
th eir 
bases, all jum bled together into 
a rugged dangerous terrain. 
No 
w onder B arry had told us he had 
felt ill at ease w hen he had re ­ 
cently flow n over th e area in his 
plane; w hat a spot for a forced 
landing! 
On our right, N avaho M ountain 
itself rose on up to its lofty sum ­ 
m it of 10,250 
feet, irregularly 
clothed in a green m antle of pine 
and juniper. Ahead our trail led 
tow ard a narrow ridge, crossed a 
sm all shallow ravine, and cam e 
up the far side betw een two huge 
tow ering rock masses. The op en ­ 
ing betw een these boulders w as 
ju st wide enough to perm it the 
passage of our m ounts; you could 
touch either wall. 
W hat we saw beyond m ade me 
catch my breath. N ever h av e I 
seen such a huge void as that now 
opening before us. 
From w here 
w e poised at 6600 feet, there w as 
an almost sheer drop to 4400, a 
h alf a mile descent! And on e ith ­ 
e r side of the huge gorge, n a r­ 
row ing dow n far below us, w ere 
steep perpendicular w alls of san d ­ 
stone. O utside of Yosemite, n ev ­ 
e r have I seen such a great e x ­ 


panse 
of 
vertical 
stone. 
The 
trail down into this w edge-shaped 
cavity was so steep that from the 
backs of our mules, you could ju st 
see the route below, and in som e 
places it looked as though you 
were on the edge of nothing, ju st 
space. 


M O ST SPEC TA C U LA R 


To my mind, th at initial view 
into w hat is called Cliff Canyon, 
from 
th at 
precarious 
vantage 
point in the pass betw een th e 
boulders, is the most spectacular 
of the entire trip, and even if 
there had been no Bridge at the 
end of the trail, the trip w ould 
have still been w orthw hile for 
this single m agnificent panoram a, 
which combines the grandeur ot 
the G rand Canyon, the vertical 
w alls of Yosemite, and the color 
of C anyon de Chelly all in one. 
It rem inded you of how the lost 
party from the crashed airplane 
in "Lost Horizon" m ust have felt 
w hen they stum bled through the 
gap and gazed down onto S h an ­ 
gri-la. 
I know I’ll never forget 
the view. 
It took us well over two hours 
to descend that two miles of 
tw isting trail, and the hot sun 
m ade 
us anxious to gain the 
shade of the canyon w alls below. 
G radually the two cliffs cam e 
closer, narrow ing until they w ere 
only a few hundred feet apart. 
Here we found a sm all crystal- 
clear stream flowing back and 
forth across the sandy bottom of 
the gorge. Our trail roughly p a r­ 
alleled its erratic course. 
Very 
shortly we stopped, dism ounted, 
tethered our mules, and consum ed

Fundamentals Are 
First in Bridge as 
In Anything Else

You’ve

years, you have looked at and 
handled cards day after day—can 
you tell me how many eyes the 
kings have between them? The 
Queens?

Well, 
I’m afraid you wouldn't make a 
good witness after an automo­ 
bile accident. 
Information found in bridge 
books is interesting but don't 
make the mistake of trying to 
read them “from kiver to kiver,” 
that is not the way to handle 
them, they are to be used as re­ 
ference books. They are crammed 
with interesting and instructive 
information, but so is the dic­ 
tionary. 
FUNDAMENTALS FIRST 


However, the few fundamental 
laws and conventions must be 
learned. At first they are awk­ 
ward to handle, but soon they be­ 
come mere reflex actions. An ex­ 
perienced bridge player doesn’t 
laboriously count his honor tricks 
and his suit lengths any more 
than a tennis player uses a yard 
stick to find his stand for serv­ 
ing the ball. 
The laws and conventions are 
based on reason, hence easy to 
remember. The trouble with most 
bridge players is they don’t try 
to remember what the bidding 
disclosed.

Border Stations Find 
Many Fruit Pests In 
Cars Entering State 


The 226,841 vehicles inspected 
at border stations in July repre­ 
sent an increase of 17 percent in 
number of vehicles entering Cali­ 
fornia over June and 145 percent 
over July, 1945. The vehicles car­ 
ried 721,254 passengers, whose 
baggage was inspected, the re­ 
port of A. A. Brock, director of 
agriculture, shows. 
The potential agricultural pest 
hazard presented by plant m ater­ 
ial carried by travelers increased 
in direct proportion to the in­ 
crease in travel. There were 6,­ 
794 lots found in violation of the 
Agricultural Code during July. 
Some of the unusual interceptions 
were: One lot of five pounds of 
cherries in a gallon thermos jug, 
infested with cerry fruit fly; in 
another case, cherries declared 
by the passenger to be cooked 
were in reality fresh cherries 
placed in jars; gardenia cuttings 
taken from a suitcase containing 
clothes 
were 
heavily 
infested 
with citrus white fly. The owner, 
a prominent member of a South­ 
ern California garden club, was 
traveling by stage and had taken 
the cuttings from a plant on her 
father’s grave in Mississippi, in­ 
tending to plant them in her own 
yard. 
Several 
green 
chestnut 
branches, hosts of chestnut bark 
disease, 
were 
intercepted 
in 
household goods from Pennsyl­ 
vania; a large gunny sack con­ 
taining plants was found under 
the head of a car between radi­ 
ator and grill, where the owner 
insisted it was easier to water 
them when he stopped for gaso­ 
line. He neglected to declare the 
plants until they were found by 
the inspector. 
Important insect pests inter­ 
cepted in July exceed the num­ 
ber taken in any other month 
since border stations have been 
in 
operation.

Riverside 
county

spent more than four million dol­ 
lars for U. S. savings bonds be­ 
tween Jan. 1 and August 31, Tom 
Holland, of the Palm Springs 
Department store and bond chair­ 
man for the Village, was inform­ 
ed this week. 
County residents put $233,986 
of their surplus earnings in E 
bonds in August and $300,266 in 
F and G bonds in the same time. 
Since the first of the year they 
invested $4,395,744.72 in U. S. 
savings bonds, Mr. Holland said.

Springs invested heavily and was 
second only to the county seat 
in total amount of bonds bought. 
‘‘It is gratifying to see Vil­ 
lagers still investing heavily even 
if the war is ended,” said Mr.

It is the common weakness of 
mankind to evade stark realism 
rather than meet it face to face.
